History 


This parish was founded in 1886, by Mrs. Ra- 
chel A. South, the widow of Mr. George W. South 
(in whose memory the Church was built), and her 


daughter, Mrs. Harriet Louisa More. After the- 


property was purchased, the “Northwest Convoca- 
tion” of the Diocese established a mission in the 
old mansion that stood on the ground, and placed it 
in charge of the Rev’d. T. William Davidson, who 
conducted the services from Advent Sunday, 1886, 
until April, 1887, when the Rev’d. William W. Sil- 
vester took charge, and became the first Rector 
of the Parish, retaining that position until his 
death on the 22nd of January, 1901. 


The land upon which the present buildings 
stand formed a part of the old “Manor of Springetts- 
berry,” as planned by William Penn in his original 
disposition of the tract adjacent to his “greene 
country towne.” Twelve hundred and thirty acres 
of this “manor” were granted to Jonathan Dickinson 
in 1718; and in 1751, Dickinson’s granddaughter 
deeded it to Peter Turner, Sr., who transferred it to 
his son in 1765. In this deed it is first called 
“Woodstock,” the name by which the mansion was 
afterward known. It then went in turn to Mrs. 
William Miller, Mrs. jRebecca Redman, Charles 
Young, Thomas Hawthorn, Peter Kuhn, Frederick 
Kohne, and the Fountain family. Thence to 
Charles Macalester, who sold it to John E. Page, 
in 1868. On November 20th, 1886, it was finally 
deeded to Mrs- Rachel A. South, who vested it in a 
Board of Trustees to be held perpetually for the 
parish. . 


THE OLD MANSION 


Buildings , 

The first building ereceted on the new site, was 
the’ Parish House, on the first floor of which, the 
Services of the Church were held upon the removal 
of the congregation from the dilapidated mansion. 
The Chapel was next completed, and served as the 
Parish Church for about ten years, during a large 
part of which period, the Church was in course ot 
construction. The latter building, the crowning 
glory of the group, was Consecrated on Monday, the 
eleventh of October, 1897, by the Right Rev’d. Ozi 
William Whitaker, D. D., LL. D., the Bishop of 
Pennsylvania. The Church is in the French Gothic 
style of architecture, and while it is not a copy of 
any existing building, it does bear a very strong 
resemblance in many ways, to the Cathedral at 
Amiens in northern France, this Cathedral being re- 
garded as perhaps the very best example of its 
style. Mr. Charles M. Burns was the architect. 
One of the stipulations made by the donors was 
that the Church should always be “free” ; that is, no 
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charge may ever be made for any pew or sitting in 
Church or Chapel. The Services are supported by 
the freewill offerings of the worshippers, in addi- 
tion to the gifts that were made by the original 
benefactors. - 


Glass 


One of the features of the Church of the Advo- 
cate that attracts a great deal of attention, is its 
very fine stained glass windows. There is a unity 
and harmony about this glass that is not often to 
be found, for the simple reason that, in most in- 
stances, the different windows are designed and 
made by various firms of glass makers with their 
own often conflicting ideals. In this case, all of 
the windows were made by the firm of Clayton and 
Bell in London, who planned a scheme for the whole 
Church that should illustrate the thought of “Ad- 
vocacy.” In most instances, the Old Testament 
type appears, associated with the New Testament 
anti-type, as for example, in the great triple win- 
dow in the clerestory of the south transept, where 
the central window portrays Our Lord’s Ascension 
ts the anti-type,while in one of the side windows 
we see the Translation of Enoch, and in the other, 
the carrying of Elijah into heaven, as the Old Testa- 
ment types. We shall attempt to give here 
briefly, a description of the windows that may 
prove useful to the visitor, as well as to those who 
worship here, and who would like to have a guide 
for ready reference. 

The first to be considered is the large Rose 
Window, high up-in the western wall of the Nave, 
over the main entrance doors. It illustrates the 
saying of Our Lord: “I-am the Vine, and ye are 
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the branches,” showing the continuity of the 
Church. The central medallion represents Our 
Lord, while the twelve forming the inner circle 
bear the figures of the Apostles; Matthias taking 
the place of Judas. Beginning at the middle line, 
and going to the right, they are: Saints Matthew, 
Thomas, James the Less, Jude, Simon, Matthias, 
Peter, Andrew, James the Greater, John, Philip, 
and Bartholomew. 

The outer circle of medallions tells of the 
Church from the time of the Apostles down to the 
present, by giving portraits of various interesting 
figures in her history. Again reading in the same 
direction from the middle at the top, we see: St. 
Stephen, the first Christian martyr; St. Paul, the 
Apostle to the Gentiles; St. Barnabas, his mission- 
ary companion; Ignatius, Bishop of Antioch, and 
martyr; Polycarp, the disciple of St. John, also a 
martyr; St. George of Cappadocia, the patron saint 
of England; Saint Cecelia, the patroness of music; 
Saint Laurencé, the friend of the poor; St. Maurice, 
the leader of the Christian Legion of the Roman 
army; St. Margaret, the martyr of Antioch; St. 
Helena, the Empress, and mother of Constantine, 


_ who built many Churches; Constantine, the first 


Christian Emperor, who saw in the sky the vision 
of the Cross; St. Martin, Bishop of Tours, who di- 
vided his cloak and shared it with a beggar; St. 
Benedict, the founder of a great order of monks; 
St. Alban, the first Christian martyr in England; St. 
Augustine, the first Archbishop of Canterbury; St. 
Columba, a Cornish virgin and martyr; St. 
Francis of Assisi, the founder of the Franciscan 
Friars; Martin Luther, the great Reformer in 
Germany; John Keble, the sweet singer of the En- 
glish Church; Samuel Seabury, the first Bishop of

the Episcopal Church in America; Bishop White, 
the first Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania; 
William Stevens Perry, Bishop of Iowa, interested 
in the foundation of this Parish; and William Bacon 
Stevens, Bishop of Pennsylvania at the time of the 
Church’s Consecration, and first president of its 
Board of Trustees. Thus we go back, through the 
branches and the vine, to Christ Himself. , 

The window in the western end of the North 
Aisle of the Nave is a “Jesse Window,” showing 
the genealogy of our Lord. Asleep in the lower 
part of the middle panel is Jesse, while above him 
is David, then Solomon, and on the left, Rehoboam 
and Abijah, and on the right Asa and Jehoshephat, 
Hezekiah and Josiah. In the priestly line, there 
are Salathiel, Zerobabel, Zadoc, and Matthew the 
grandfather of Joseph. The Virgin Mother with 
tne Infant Jesus appears at the top, while angels 
bear shields on which are blazoned the instruments 
of torture pertaining to the Crucifixion. 

There are six large windows in the walls of the 
nave aisles, three on each side. ‘Those on the north 
represent the nine heavenly powers. The first, or 
westernmost, next to the Jesse Window, is dedi- 
cated to St. Matthew, and has three symbolic 
figures, representing Seraphim, Thrones, and 
Cherubim. The second is dedicated to St. Mark, 
and bears the representations of Dominions, Vir- 
tues, and powers. The third depicts Principalities, 
Archangels, and Angels. 

The corresponding windows in the south wall 
are filled with representations of the Christian Vir- 
tues and New Testament women. In the first, be- 
ginning at the right, dedicated to St. Luke, are 
figures of Faith, Saint Elizabeth, and Hope. In the 
second, Charity, Saint Mary, and Purity. In the 
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third, dedicated to St. John, Temperance, Saint 
Dorcas, and Patience. i 
There is an interesting set of windows in the 
Baptistery, illustrating Baptism by type and anti- 
type. Beginning at the south of the entrance, the 
first window shows the baptism of the Philippian 
jailer by St. Paul, with the words: “Believe in the 
Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be saved.” The second 
has figures of Noah, with the Ark, and Moses, with 
the Law. The third portrays Our Lord’s Baptism, 
with the inscription: “This is My beloved Son, in 
Whom I am well pleased.” In the fourth are figures 
of St. John, Baptist, and Saint Philip, Deacon. The 
fifth depicts the baptism of the Ethiopian enuch, 
with the legend: “I believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God,” while the scene in the sixth is that of 
the baptism of the family of Cornelius, The Centur- 
ion, with the quotation: “Can anyone forbid water, 
that these should be baptized ?” : 
We shall exantine next, the set of windows in 
the clerestory of the apse, above the Altar. They 
illustrate the Te Deum Laudamus. The first on 
the north side bears angel figures with the words: 
“To Thee all angels cry aloud.” The second— 
King David and Malachi the Prophet, with the quo- 
tation: “The goodly fellowship of the prophets, 
praise thee.” The third —Saint Peter, with the 
keys, and Saint Paul, with the sword, and the in- 
scription: “The glorious company of the Apostles.” 
The central window bears a Cherub and a Seraph, 
with the device: “To Thee Cherubim and Seraphim 
continually do cry, Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God 
of Sabaoth.” ‘The fifth window presents Saint Ste- 
phen and Saint Alban, and the legend: “The noble 
army of martyrs praise Thee.” The sixth has a 
figure of Saint Polycarp, and one of Saint James,

and the words: “The Holy Church throughout all 
the world doth acknowledge Thee.” In the last 
window are two more angels, with zither and lute, 
with the inscription: “The heavens and all the 
powers therein.” 

In the South Transept, south wall, to the left: 
—in the middle, St. Michael the Archangel; right, 
Ezekiel, the Propheti; left, Daniel the ‘Prophet. 
Window to the right:—in the middle, the Arch- 
angel Gabriel; right, Isaiah the Prophet; left, Jere- 
miah the Prophet. Large window in clerestory :— 
Left, the Translation of Enoch; right, Elijah taker 
to heaven; middle, the Ascension of Our Lord, and 
in the small lower panels, Our Lord’s burial and 
appearance to Mary in the garden. East wall of 
clerestory :—Right, the Entombment of Christ; left, 
The Resurrection. 

In the North Transept, north wall, to the left: 
—in the middle, St. Nicholas; left, St. Matthew; 
right, St. Mark. Window to the right:—in the 
middle, Saint Anselm; left, St. Luke; right, St. 
John. Large window in clerestory :—Left, Abra- 
ham and his three visitors; right, the children in the 
fiery furnace; middle, the Transfiguration of Christ, 
and in the small lower panels, the restoration of the 
demoniac boy. 

East wall of clerestory :—Left, the Triumphal 
Entry into Jerusalem; right the Crucifixion. This 
completes our brief description of the windows of 
the Church. 

Memorials 

The Altar and Reredos are a memorial to Mrs. 
Rachel A. South, while the Pulpit was “erected by 
the Trustees and Congregation in commemoration 
of the part taken by Mrs. Harriet Louisa South 
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More in the foundation of this parish and the com- 
pleting of its buildings.” 

' There are seven portrait statues on the pulpit. 
Beginning at the extreme left, the first represents 
a Deacon of the early Church in his vestments; the 
second an early Christian layman of the Apostolic 
period; the third is an effigy of Cardinal Pole; the 
fourth is St. Augustine of Canterbury; the fifth is 
the Venerable Bede, the great historian of the old 
Saxon Church; the sixth is Bishop White, of Penn- 
sylvania, and the first American Bishop of the Eng- 
lish succession; and the last is Dr. Keble, the au- 
thor of the “Christian Year,” and one of the lead- 
ers of the “Oxford Movement” in England. On 
the balustrade are figures representing Charity, 
Hope, Faith, and Truth, with their respective sym- 
bols. A ministering angel guards the newel post. 

The Baptismal Font, in a modification of the 
English Perpendicular style of architecture, is a 
memorial to the Rev’d. William Wallace Silvester, 
S. T. D., the first Rector of the Parish, and is the 
gift of the Congregation. 

The iron gates in the entraces to the Ambula- 
tory, and the Baptistery, and the Choir, as well as 
the notice board in the rear of the Church, were 
given by, different classes and departments of the 
Sunday School. 

The Lectern bears a number of symbolic figures 
On the front, the winged man, symbolizing St. Mat- 
thew, having a supporting figure on each side. At 
the back, are the winged ox and the winged lion, re- 
presenting St. Luke and St. Mark respectively; and 
tthe eagle, the symbol of St. John. 

There is much beautiful and elaborate stone 
carving throughout the Church. The capitals of 
the columns and piers, the corbels or brackets, and 
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the belt courses on the walls, deserve careful ex- 
amination. On the exterier, the flying buttresses 
are very effective; and the “gargoyles” or spouts in 
the form of grotesque figures, with their long beards 
of ice in the winter, attract considerable notice. In 
fact, the Church is an unusual example of the kind 
of structure that the builders of olden time produc- 
ed, as the result of the love, and care, and thought, 
that they expended upon it, and wrought into its 
. fabric. 

The following sonnet, written by the late Dr. 
Silvester, upon the completion of the Church, pre- 
sents a beautiful picture of this House of God. 

“T could not love thee more, if flesh and blood, 
Through saints pict on thy windows light streams 
in 
Transformed ; tints newborn, gained in passing,flood 
The beauty which all glorious is within. 
Age lacks; and storied thoughts of joy and pain 
Which haunt the old time church. Just built, in 
sooth, 
Thou standest like a prince in prime of youth. 
Time waits, nor from thy stones hath filched a 


grain; 
Arch, moulding, pier, belt-course with leafage 
curled, 
Seam, and carv’d cap, all sound from top to 
ground. 
Thy work’s to come! Thou’lt live to hear the 
world 
Slip from its orb, perchance, and the last trump 
sound. He Sey 


I love thee, church; thy stones I watched them 
laid ' 
Into their place, and as I watched, I prayed.”
